most disastrous fires in the way of loss 
of htiman life that, this city has ever 
experienced<broke out shortly after 1C 
o'clock Sunday morning in" the round 
house of the Wabash Rail way Co. The 
damage to property was comparatively 
small', but three men - lost their lives 
two being^ instantly killed, and-nine 
others were more or less injured. -One 
of them, John O'Leary, a^ machinist 
will likely die from his injuries.

All of the dead except John Bowen 


were employes of the Wabash. They 
:onstituted the company's fire depart- 
ment for the protection of the shops, 
nd were engaged in fighting the 
lames -when they lost their lives. 


The roundhouse is located at the 


'oot of South street It was a substan- 
tial brick structure, with a capacity of 
-wenty engines, and contained six lo- 
comotives when the fire broke out. The 
lames were first seen in the cupola 
shortly after 10 o'clock. An alarm was 
telephoned to the city fire department, 
,nd in the meantime the yard com- 
>any got one stream to-playing on TOe 
>laze, which soon made its way to the 
roof. The walls of the building were 
believed to" be secure,'and the brave 
little band of fire .fighters pressed 
closely in toward the building, the 
more effectively to combat the spread- 
ing flames. 


It was seen that the roof would soon 


fall, but no danger was apprehended 
from that source until, to the horror 
of the assembled spectators, th» south- 
west wall, weakened by the destruc- 
tion of the frame supports which con- 
nected it wiith the roof, was observed 
to tremble and suddenly fall out on 
the volunteer firemen. Before the ma-. 
jority of the men could realize their 
peril the heavy wall was on them, 
burying them under a heap of smoking 
debris. 
AH but 
Bowen,; Preston 


and Bohlman were quickly taken out. 
The two first named .were completely 
covered by the ruins of the wall, 
Bohlman was a little more fortunate. 
From out of the smoking heap the 
mangled bodies of Bowen and Preston 
were taken, They were beyond fneed 
of human care. 
Bohlman was still 


alive, although unconscious, but ha 
succumbed to his injuries shortly after 
being taken home. 


A dozen surgeons were quickly sum- 


moned, and prompt assistance was 
rendered the injured. O'Leary, 'the 
machinist, was still unconscious, and 
at: one time appeared to be sinking. 
He rallied temporarily, but 'it is not 
thought he can recover. 


When the first of the city firemen an- 


swered ther alarm-they saw that there 
was imminent danger of the fire spread- 
ing to the Wabashi elevator and/che re- 
pair shops, which stood close by. The 
oil house was also'menaced,_bnt luck- 
ily the'flames were held in check at 
this particular point. A general alarm 
was sent in, and by dint of numbers 
the firemen finally succeeded in saving 
the surrounding property. The round- 
house ,wai/ completely wrecked, and 
the six engines stored therein-prac- 
tically rende'red useless.

The machine in its present • state ia 


'Small and the pictures produced are 
only the ordinary small ones in the 
kinetoscope. The problem that Mr 
Edison has now set out to solve is the 
production of life-size figures, and he 
says he will hare the machine in work- 
ing order in three months. 


" His idea is to throw the life-size pic- 
tures of the kinetoscope upon sheets 
by means of the stereopticon and to 
produce the sounds through, the trum- 
pets attached to the phonograph.

There is no doubt but that a large 
number of the spectators were present 
through motives of curiosity. ~ .They 
came with the expectation of hearing 
something sensational—out 
of 
the 


ordinary, and in this they were not 
disappointed. For the sermon of Kev. 
Johnson last evening on -dancing must 
be placed in the class sensational. It 
was a bitter and scathing denunciation 
of something in which the speaker 
could see no good, but which was on 
the contrary a school of immorality, 
many of whose graduates landed either 


•on and her virtue." The dancing school 
was the training school for the divorce 
court, and -graduated one into lives of 
infamy and shame. 


Liberties were permitted on the danc-x 


ing floor that would not be permitted 
anywhere else by a decent woman. 
The speaker advised Christians to let 
the dance alone, to refuse the use of 
their parlors for dancing, to; refuse to 
attend parties where dancing was in- 
dulged in, to discountenance it where- 
over they could.

They believe that the touch 
of a Rontleraans' hand to a ladies' 
waist while guiding1 her. through the 
waltz is no more indelicate to an hon- 
orable, high-minded man than the 
clasping of hand in greeting. • They 
have enough faith in the sons t and 
daughters of their friends,to believe 
them to be' mon and women pure in 
body and in mind and resent the as- 
sumption of Kov. Johnson that all those 
who danco arc evil minded. 
These 


people regard the dance as a harmless 
and innocent amusement—in proper 
bounds—but winch like everything else 
may be abused, Even ministers some- 
times abuse tho privileges of their posi- 
tion. 


Rev. Johnson began his talk by stat- 


ing that there were three kinds of 
dancing—first, a series of-movements 
prompted by an excess of joyful emo- 
tion, such as when a child dances clown 
the walk to moot its returning parent; 
second, that kind which is of a panto- 
mimic nature now rarely seen, and 
third, the modern dance—a combina- 
tion of studied movements to music, 
by men and women, for their own 
amusement. 


After reading extracts from addresses 


of prominent mon of various denomi- 
nations, to•• show that all sects were 
opposed to dancing, Kev, Johnson said 
that ho was opposed to it because it 
was a silly performance for any sane 
person to indulge in, A person who 
views a modern dance must feel a sense 
of degradation to think that a human 
being had nothing better to do. It 
was all right for a person to dance in a 
lunatic asylum—in fact there was a 
duncing hall in every such asylum. It 
required no brains to dance. It was 
indeed a silly performance for sane 
people.

William E. Varner vs. L. Irene Hus- 


ton et al. is the title of a suit filed 
this morning by Bannon & Bannon, at- 
torneys for the plaintiff.

He did not, iu fact, 
own the property so willed, but held a 
life estate in it, aud Mrs. Bessie Adams 
was to get the same ..upon his death. 
The petition charges that the defend- 
ant made him believe that he owned 
the property in question and had him 
will it to Mrs. Adams, thus defeating 
the testator's desire to give her (Mrs. 
Adams) a valuable bequest, as the 
property would have gone to her any- 
how. 
The fourth ground is that, there 


were interlineations in a codicil of the 
will after it had been signed, and the 
fifth ground is that the defendant, by 
false and fraudulent representations, 
induced him to bequeath to her moneys 
and securities which he held in trust 
for Elizabeth Worcester. 


Mr. Huston died February 27, 3898, 


and the will was^probated March 20th 
of that year. The estate was valued 
at about 330, UOO.
